In Vancouver, the city council is to take a 
plebiscite at the next municipal elections, to find 
out how municipal voters stand upon the question 
of whether or no they favor the holiding of a 
sweepstake under government auspices, with the 
profits earmarked for the hospials. I am no prophet 
but I'd wager that the voters will vote “Yes” in 
overwhelming numbers. 

When the drawings in the Irish Free State 
sweeps were announced last week, it was front 
page, column one news in the Vancouver papers. 
The story carried a bigger headline than did the 
five deaths from automobile accidents in the 
city that week. 

One widow drew a $30,000 residual prize, and 
three other Vancouverites consolation prizes of one 
hundred pounds apiece, while a Victoria grocer 
who drew a horse is due to get anything between 
$10,000 and $150,000. 

Are these participants in a lottery prohibited in 
Canada by the criminal code regarded with con- 
tumely. They are about as unpopular as a wealthy 
bootlegger is in Uncle Sam’s country 

The argument used in British Columbia is not 
only that a government sweep would keep a great 
amount of B.C. money at home, benefit the B.C. 
hospitals, and lighten the burden of the B.C. tax- 
payer. The advocates of a government sweep point 
to the millions of dollars that would come in from 
neighboring States

Health and Diet Advice 
~ By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
DEPRESSION HELPED HEALTH 

The world-covering cloud of financial depres- 
sion may be said to have a silver lining! In this 
ease it is the fact thet a large part of the people are 
showing a gain in health. This is exactly the op- 
posite of what many expected to happen. For ex- 
ample, it was thought that the number of cases of 
tuberculosis would increase, but, instead of growing 
more common, the number has ectually gove down, 
the death rate for this disease in 1931 being one 
third of what it was in 1904. Furthermore, not as 
many people are dying from other diseases, so that 
the general dacth rate is lower. 

The greatest gain of all is that the health of the 
great majority of people is better than during the 
boom days of prosperity. Many factors are said to 
be the cause of better health, such as the new 
methods of treating sick people, advances in sur- 
gery, better hospitals, ete, but I believe that the 
biggest reason for improved health is plain simple 
living. The more simple people live, the better 
health they have. This was true even in the days 
of the Romans. During prosperitly people eat rich 
foods and do ont bother much to figure out which 
are best for their health. Duririg depression they 
do the exact opposite; they live on simple, whole- 
some foods. They become interested in learning 
how to buy the most nutritious foods for the least 
money in an effort to make the food dollar stretch 
farther. This leads them to study food values. By 
learning more about what is a good diet they are 
able to serve better meals tha never before, even 
though the cost 's much less.

The result is 
lowering of the resistance and they become sick 
During such times as these people are inclined to 
stay home more and spend more time in the less 
expensive wholesome pursuits, such as sunning 
themselves on beaches, hiking, or enjoying parks 
Such outdoor pleasures induce a natural fatigue 
and sound sleep, builds better muscles and helps to 
make people healthier

about the undertakers being worried because people 
were not dying in the same proportion as during the 
times and many udertaking establish- 


Perhaps the depression has taught us a good les- 
son if it leads us’ back into simpler, saner methods 
of living. The one trouble is that such lessons are 
usually not lasting. When money comes easily, it 
is a tendency of human nature to spend life reck- 


lessly in the pursuit of temporary enjoyment 


Let us remember a few rules for increasing the 
health, which are very easy for most people to 
follow during these times, but which should also 
be followed even when prosperity returns. These 
rules are: (1) Eat simpler foods. )2) Exercise out 
in the open, partictilarly walking a lot. (3) Choose 
simple wholesome diversions .

The government took those men 
and shipped them abroad when it 
needed them. It didn't postpone 


taking them for several years, as it 
now wants to postpone paying the 
bonus.

Appeal of Lucien Froment 
From Jail Sentence is 
Dismissed 


With Chief Justice Horace Harvey | 


presiding the appellate division of 
the supreme court commenced a 
two weeks’ sitting at the judicial 
district court house on Monday 
Sitting with the Chief Justice were 
Mr. Justice A. H. Clarke, Mr. Jus- 
tice C. R. Mitchell, Mr. Justice H 
W. Lunney and Mr, Justice A. A 
McGillivray. 

A docket of seven cases awaits 
action by the court 

First to be heard was the appeal 
of Lucien Froment of Morinville 
against a conviction by His Honor 
Judge J. L. Crawford in the district 
court and a sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment with hard 
labor 

Froment was convicted of assault 
ing a peace officer in the perform 
ance of his duty. The officer had 
come to search the premises for 
moonshine liquor which he believed 
to be there and which was eventu- 
ally found. Froment struck the of- 
ficer over the head with a bottle 
inflicting injuries on him 


“DASTARDLY ACT” 

In convicting accused Judge 
Crawford had‘described his act as 
“dastardly.” 

The appeal court dismissed the 
appeal against the conviction, and 
sentence was argued for Froment by 
P G. Thomson, K.C 

The court then commenced the 
hearing of the appeal of Elsie Mar- 
chyshyn against the dismissal of 
her action for $23,000 damages 
brought against William Fane as a 
result of injuries received when a 
wall of the Fane building collapsed 

The trial came before Mr. Justice 
A F. Ewing in March of this year 
and was dismissed

The Snye at Fort McMurray,

of Canadian Airways. He has just 
returned from a trip to Winnipeg, 
where he left a Lockheed-Vega 
to be reconditioned. 

Weather reports received from 
other northern points in Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan indicate 
that there is ice in the rivers, but 
it is not known yet whether 
winter is definitely set in. 

Most of the ice in the Snye has 
come down the Clearwater, which 
joins the Athabaska at Water- 
ways.
